As a general rule flowers look better 


when grown without trying for odd ef- 
fects, but tiere are a few designs that 
always attract attention.

The pot is filled with soil, and in it is 
planted candytuft, sweet 
alyssum 
or 


any other free blooming white flower. 
Under and around the pot 
is planted 


scarlet geraniums. When the flowers 
begin to bloom the flowers of the gera- 
niums represent the fire under the pot 
and the white flowers growing from the 
soil in the pot represent the foam of 
the boiling dinner supposed to be in 
the pot. 


A floral tent is easily made by planting 


a pole in the ground and digging a 
circle eight cr ten feet in 
diameter 


around it, and planting in this any kind 
of flowering vines which are run on 
strings to the top of the pole. 


A very cool and 
pleasant summer 


house may be built by putting up a 
rough frauie and roofing it and then 
covering the sides with vines of all 
kinds. 
Morning glories, wild cucum- 


bers, cypress, gourds and other climb- 
ing plants may be planted in variety, 
and the growth of these will be an 
interesting study while enjoying their 
shade. 


A floral basket is made by sticking 


green willow twigs in the soil in the 
spring, setting them in the shape of a 
basket and weaving them together to 
represent the woven work of a basket. 
Two long twigs are twisted together as 
the handle, and when finished the basket 
s filled with soil, and in it a variety 
of free-blooming flowers are ^planted. 
The willow twigs will grow and must 
be kept trimmed during 
the 
season, 


while the flowers, when they come into 
bloom, will look very much as if some 
one had been gathering a bouquet and 
hai set it down and left it. This '•= one 
of the nicest effects imaginable, if -nice- 
ly made and placed so as to look as if it 
might have been 
set 
down 
without 


thought.

a great and eicact memory. 
As a citi- 


zen he was plain, jovial and unostenta- 
tious and simple in his tastes. 
He 


was not an aristocrat in dress, living 
or life, but a democrat by nature and 
education, with profound sympathies 
for what Mr. Lincoln called "the com- 
mon people." 
He regarded himself as 


one of the people, and therefore for 
the people. 
He was not an orator, 


and in his speeches to senate or peo- 
ple did not attempt to reach conclu- 
sions by curved lines ornamented with 
the flowers and festoons of classic dic- 
tion, but by straight lines that he re- 
garded as most ornamented when or- 
namented the least. 
His speeches 


were not beautifully polished shafts of 
Corinthian marble, but ragged col- 
umns of native granite. 
He was no 


orator as Brutus is. but, as all the 
people knew, a plain blunt man, who 
only spoke right on.

One ttcrniAn Colonial School. 


The following statements from a cir- 


cular of the German Colonial School at 
Witzenhausen are of interest as show- 
ing what Germany is doing to promote 
the education of men who intend 
to 


engage in industrial enterprises in her 
colonies. Similar institutions are main- 
tained in Belgium and Holland. 


The purpose of this school is to edu- 


cate young men to become practical su- 
perintendents of estates and plantations, 
planters, agriculturists, stock 
raisers, 


and merchants for the German colonial 
possessions. 


The course of study, which is complet- 


ed in two years, comprises the follow- 
ing studies: Plant culture in general, 
including the study of soils, climate, 
and fertilizers, farm management, book- 
keeping, mechanics, engineering (bridge 
and road building, drainage, irrigation): 
special plant culture, .animal husband- 
ry, and dairying; culture, use, and value 
of tropical 
plants; 
establishment 
of 


plantations; gardening: fruit culture; 
vegetable culture; viticulture; forestry; 
geology, with special reference to trop- 
ical mining; botany (physiology,# anat- 
omy, 
systematic and 
geographical); 


chemistry, with laboratory practice; sur- 
veying and drafting; hygiene for tropi- 
cal countries; veterinary science; colon- 
ial history and geography; a study of 
the people: the history of education, re- 
ligion and missionary work; 
colonial 


government, and commercial laws and 
relations; languages; trades (carpenters, 
masons, blacksmiths, 
harnessmakers, 


bakers, butchers, etc.); practical work in 
field, garden, vineyard, forest, 
dairy, 


etc.; athletics (sports) of all kinds.

urged its adoption, and in 1S36 ths 
"purchase" was accomplished. 


A few years after taking up his resi- 


dence at Liberty. Atchison was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Dunklin major general 
of the northern division of the Mis- 
souri state militia, an honor to which 
he is indebted for tl»e prefix to his 
name, "General." 


Hon. Lewis F. Linn, one of the Unit- 


ed States Senators from Missouri, died 
in Ste. Genevieve Oct. 3, 1843, whereup- 
on it became the duty of Gov. Rey- 
nolds to appoint a successor tc occupy 
his seat until the legislature elected 
somebody to fill it. 
The governor ap- 


pointed Atchison, which was unexpect- 
ed and opposed by many of the gov- 
ernor's political friends. 
In fact, it 


was roundly denounced, and the gover- 
nor severely criticised for making it. 
Although a man of large experience in 
official life and of recognized ability. 
Gov. 
Reynolds was acutely sensitive to 


public criticism, and 
therefore pos- 


sessed the weakness of being rendered 
very unhappy by it. 
U was the cank- 


ering plague spot of 
his existence. 


When therefore he committed suicide 
by a rifle shot in his office on Feb. 9. 
1844, 
many supposed that the chief, if 


not the only cause of the sad catas- 
trophe was the abuse he had received, 
principally on account of the appoint- 
ment of Atchison. 


When he entered the senate In 1S44 


his colleague. Col. Benton, had served 
the people as a senator for nearly a 
quarter of a century and occupied the 
front rank among the most distin- 
guished statesmen of that body. The 
new senator's position, therefore, was 
very embarrassing. 
He was overshad- 


owed uy the colossal reputation of a 
colleague whose fame was coextensive 
with the English-speaking people of 
the. globe.

Health Dictate*. 


Regarding the proper time for a bath, 


a simple general rule may be given, 
says Woman's Life. Take cold baths i 
on rising in the morning and warm j 
ones just before retiring. 
In taking 


Turkish or Russian baths the hour 
need not be considered, except as in 
all baths, none of which should be 
taken less than an hour or so before 
or after meals. 
Where it is possible, 


use fresh, clean rainwater for 
the 


bath. This is the nearest approach to 
distilled water, which is too expensive 
for general use. Soft water is next 
best to rainwater, ami a little borax 
or ammonia in hard water will soften 
it. Brisk rubbing should always fol- 
low a bath: then the bath will do all 
that is claimed for it in the way of 
renovating the person, invigorating 
the system, increasing the fineness and 
softness of the skin and making one 
look and feel younger. Cleanliness of 
the skin has a great offect on the 
general health, and it is well known 
that if one has been exposed to infec- 
tion the best thing to do by way of 
precaution is to take a hot bath im- 
mediately. 
It is a mistake to remain 


too long in a tepid bath. Thirty min- 
utes should be the iiiuil. Throughout 
the winter and early spring it is best, 
if one is at all liable to chills, to take 
one's bath at night, just before going 
to bed. If taken in the daytime, brisk 
exercise of dumbbell practice is highly 
beneficial.

A DAY IN THE POWER HOUSE 


OF A STREET RAILROAD. 


Twoscore Men and Their Work—Keeping 


the Daily Record—Toil Incessant 


at the Switchboard. 


It U at 7 in the morning, in the 


midst of the first big rush of each 
twenty-four hours, that the day be- 
gins at the power houses where they 
produce the current for hauling trol- 
ley cars in and about the business 
congeries of towns we call the Greater 
New York, says the Press. 


You would not need to look at the 


.-lock to recognize the hour were you 
loitering about one of these great 
electricity shops in the early morning. 
Tbe approach of 7 o'clock is preceded 
by the dribbling arrival of a lot of 
stalwart fellows, mostly young, many 
of whom on entering the place are 
carefully clad in the tweeds or diag- 
onals of the ordinary business man or 
clerk. 


Four in every five of these 
who 


come earliest' pass through the vast 
apartment where the great engines la- 
bor and the big generators whine to 
a narrow stairway leading to a loft 
where lockers and bath-tubs and rol- 
ler towels are much in evidence. There 
the early arrivals 
transform 
them- 


selves from men of affairs tc work- 
Ingmen by stripping off their creased 
trousers, their up-to-date coats and 
waist coats and their high collars and 
substituting therefor woolen 
shirts 


and overalls, in which the freest move- 
ment is comfortable and which can- 
not be damaged by the oil and dirt 
with which power house men must 
come in contact from time to time 
through the day. 


When he emerges from the loft the 


tall, slender 
chap 
whose blue eyes 


and a wased mustache struck your 
fancy as he came in may turn out to 
be the oiler of engine No. 1. the pon- 
derous 2.000 horse-power machine with 
a ninety-ton flywheel that stands over

I power house staff is made up of spe- 
cialists: but he is at the beck and call 
of every one. and naturally the butt 
of A thousand jokes and witticisms.

most of his fellow workers. He hauls 
in the coal for the big boilers, and he

house. 
Neither is young, both come 


dressed in overalls all prepared for 
their day's work, and both begin with- 
out ceremony, often without waiting 


! for the steam whistles to pipe 
the 


hoarse 
announcement that 
another 


workday has begun. 


In all, the day gang at the average 


Greater New York power house will 
number from twenty-live to forty-five. 
Those who do not cross the big floor 
and climb the narrow stairs to the loft 
before going to work are heads and 
chiefs. There are five or six of these, 
among them being the chief engineer, 
who probably divides his time between 
the several power houses of the com- 
pany: the head engineer, to whom 


i every one connected with the steam 


department of this house is responsi- 
ble, and the floor engineer, who goes 
about from engine to engine feeling 
of a bearing here and inspecting an 
oil cup there from morning to night. 
Besides, there are the chief electrician 
and his staff. 
These men have their 


own private lockers connected with 
the power house office, and thflr duties 
include tbe making of careful memo- 


some other one of the company's 
liower houses. 


Hu«l«-*t of AH. 


!u & sense th«- switchboard man is 


by far the busiest of all the power 
3iouse employes. 
U is true tiiat he 


spends the greater liart of his time 
polishing up the bright metal of the 
various indicator? about the board aud 
the brass handrail of the stairs that 
lead to the elevated gallery where he 
works. But the work is more for the 
purpose of keeping him alert 
than 


anything elese. 
It is his real busi- 


ness to look out for breaks in circuits 
and to close the circuits when breaks 
come, and he isn't allowed to sit down 
a moment from the beginning to the 
end of his day. 


As a matter of fact, it's a trifle mis- 


j leading to say he 
is watching 
for 


| breaks in circuits. They don't need to 


be watched for. They announce them- 
selves with loup pops, which sound 
like rifle shots, each making a long 
blinding flash of light terrifying to the 
outsider, and 
apparently startling 


enough to unnerve the most hardened 
switchboard man himself. 
But 
the 


pops and Hashes never faze that in- 
dividual for an instant. Whenever a 
circuit is broken he simply pulls back 
a lever or two and stamps hard upon 
a pedal to make the connection again. 
Sometimes, when the breaks 
come 


thick and fast, the twitchboanj roan 
has to hop around like a pea en a hot 
griddle, and then he sweats and may- 
be swears, but he never loses his head, 
or if he doe?, he loses something else 
at the same time, and that is his job. 


j The last big snowstorm was a good 


deal of a trial to every switchboard 
man within fifty miles of New York. 
One. 
whose troubles are sometimes re- 


hearsed in the writer's hearing, had 
250 breaks to look after in a single 
day of twelve hours, and was limp 
and almost nerveless when he left his 
post at night. 


RfCUl4tInK the Power. 


By the time you have taken note of 


all these things, the mid-morning lull 
is on. and the big nemometer shows 
that less than 5.000 amperes are being 
consumed by the roads served with 
electricity by this power house, and

the memoranda on one of these slates, 
but a man visits the place at some time 
every day in the year who fan trans- 
late the cipherlike inscriptions with 
the utmost

transcribes 


into a book as he translates, and when 
he has finished rubs out the writing, 
thus leaving the slate clear for fresh 
records. When he goes away his book 
contains a complete history of the 
power house for twenty-four hours. 
Manipulated by an expert in figures, 
this record shows just how many tons 
of coal have been burned, just how 
much power developed and just how 
much power each hundredth part of 
a pound of coal produced, besides other 
data in plenty that the men who op- 
erate electric roads and draw the divi- 
dends therefrom like to know about. 
At the company's main oftlcfe all these j 
data are analyzed and drawn off into 
big volumes of records, where they 
may be compared with similar data 
for the corresponding day last year 
or from other power houses. 


Besides the employes you expect to 


see in n power house, men of at least 
half a dozen trades find work to do in 
every such establishment of magni- 
tude. In such an establishment, which 
the writer has frequently visited, the 
pay-rolls bear the names of a machin- 
ist, a blacksmith, a tinker. Each of 
these men has a shop of his own and 
tools of his own, and days on which 
every one of these artisans is not busy 
are rare indeed

"The Court and City Register, or 


Gentleman's Complete Annual Calen- 
dar for the Year 1777," Is the tit!? of 
a queer old Kngllsh book owned by an 
Indiana man. 
As the name implies, 


it was a sort of universal guide book 
for the upper class of the times in ) 
London, containing lists of the royal- | 
ty and nobility, the army, the navy. 
the foreign representatives, etc. Many 
strange terms are to be found in it. 
Some of the titles are extremely lu- 
dicrous to an American ear, although 
the institutions to which the 
book 


makes reference in many cases still 
exist. 
'ihe Amicable Society for the 


Furtherance of Equitable Life Assur- 
rance,- and the Laudable Society For 
the Prottc:ion of Homeless Orphans 
are fair samples of a style of nomen- 
clature which afterward led Dickens 
to dub the British foreign offices the 
Circumlocution bureau. 
The lists of 


the navy for that year is particularly 
interesting, as it shows several ships 
destroyed by Paul Jones, within the 
last few months. 
One, the Cygnet, 


was building at the time the calen- 
dar was issued. 
The American ad- 


miral met it almost as it started on 
its christening cruise and it shared the 
fate of most of the ships which he 
met. There is also a list of the Brit- 
ish governors of the American CD!O- 
nies, with mention of "Mr. Washing- 
ton" as commander of the insurgents. 
Judging from the tone o£ the calendar 
few in England doubted that the re- 
bellion would be speedily overcome, 
and none had the slightest conception 
of the force under arras against them. 
The same work for the year 1794 shows 
some very gratifying changes in re- 
gard to the British affairs in Amer- 
ica. Governors for the various states 
are no longer on the list, while a min- 
ister to what is vaguely spoken of as 
"America"' is among the list of the 
embassies. 
It is perhaps significant 


of the sting felt at that defeat that 
the minister to America is not of noble 
blood. 
Thomas Pinckney 
was 
the 


Amer.'cin minister at that time. An 
interesting list is that of the intact 
postal department, which in England 
was just gating fairly under way. The 
comptroller, 
corresponding to 
our 


postmaster-general, 
received 
$1,500 


per annum, while his assistants, of 
whom there were only five, received 
but $3.75 per week. For the city of 
London there were eight subsortprs, 
at the munificent salary of $2.50 per 
week. The fact that a letter may be 
delivered anywhere in London for two 
cents is dilated on repeatedly.

He told me. in effect, 
that qualifications in which I had put 
so much confidence didn't amount to 
a row of brass pins in either Cuba or 
Porto Rico. 
Both islands are overrun 


with competent young Germans, young 
Spaniards and even young Cubans who 
can do all I can and throw in one or 
two other languages for good measure. 
Moreover, they are willing to work for 
anywhere from $40 a month up. 


"The Germans take the lead. 
They 


come over highly educated from some 
one of the superb technical school's 
in the fatherland with a bulldog de- 
termination to catch on, the physique 
of Normandy horses and a capacity 
for economical living totally unknown 
to the American. They fill nearly all 
the clerical positions in the big mer- 
cantile houses, and lots of them are 
going into government 
service. 
I 


talked with n well-posted friend later 
on, who fully confirmed my Washing- 
ton letter. He told me he knew a cor- 
respondence clerk in Havana who 
handled letters in English, Spanish, 
French and German, and who was also 
a first-class bookkeeper and account- 
ant. He was a Spanish-born Cuban, 
and hail been Retting $70 a month, 
which was considered a big salary. 
Lately he applied for a position on the 
governor's staff at $85 and, naturally, 
he pot it. 1 think, under the circum- 
stances, I'll stay in the United States."

His office 
is the objective of a thousand calls, 
person*!, by telephone or by other 
methods of communication; calls for 
information, of complaint, of sugges- 
tion. The routine work is cf infinite 
complication. 
Git his part the man- 


ager attends to tuts work of supplying 
the requirements of big big businesa 
family, forestalling complaints, seeing 
that insurance and sanitary regulations 
are carried oat aud bringing the whole 
enterprise to the state of highest effi- 
ciency. Hi* tenants would populate 
A large village, unuibsring perhaps 
front 1800 to 2000 iu a building hav- 
ing gome 250 offices—aud there are at 
least three or four buildings in Xew 
York with many more offices than that 
number—and the elevators carrying 
from 7000 to 10,000 passengers, or 
possibly more, in a day. ID some 
buildings there is a population of 100 
on a floor. 


To care for a building accommo- 


dating all these people requires tbe 
services of more than fifty men and 
women regularly employed. • In one 
building, which may be taiieii as a 
type, there are twenty women em- 
ployed as cleaners, bait a dozen 
porters, half as many watchmen, a 
dozen elevator men, an electrican, 
three engineers, three firemen, two 
oilers, a general utility man and a 
.doorman, besides the janitor (who is 
in some buildings now called the fore- 
wan, the name janitor not being in 
Tavor), a superintendent and an agent 
;and tbe agent's clerical staff. 
The 


women do not wash the 
windows. 


That work is done by the porters. The 
women come to work twice a day. 
About 4 o'clock in tbe afternoon they 
begin on the halls, sweeping and 
.scrubbing, and as soon as the offices 
are vacated they sweep and clean 
them. This work is usually finished 
about 7 o'clock, one woman working 
on a floor. None is allowed to go to 
any other story than the one in which 
she is to work, nnless by special per- 
mission. At 6 o'clock in the morning 
the women come again, and, the dust 
having settled during the night, they 
ido the dusting aud polishing then, so 
that everything is clean and fresh 
•when the tenants come to business. 
This is done daily. 


Iu the building taken as a type the 


six porters wash all the windows, 
outside and inside, once a week. 
Although iu this country it is not 
compulsory—so it is said—to have 
servants engaged in washing the out- 
side of high windows protected by 
safety apparatus, the administration 
i)f this 
building insists upon it. 


Every outside window has at either 
Bide an attachment to which a belt 
that the porter wears may be affixed. 
Couaection is made at one side before 
he goes out, and then the other side 
ja coupled on, 
Tbe apparatus is 


gauged to hold 300 pounds weight at 
one side alone, bat the other is con- 
nected as an especial precaution. 
iAIen get careless, evea at window 
washing up above the altitude of 
(Trinity's spire, aud sometimes refuse 
10 bother with tiie safety appliances, 
find the superintendent says that he 
has 
been compelled to discharge 


porters who simply wouldn't use the 
Apparatus provided 
for their own 


safety, merely because of the slight 
trouble involved in attaching it. 


To supply the energy Jar tns opera- 


tion of the electric hghts and the ele- 
vator a 750 horse power plant is re- 
quired, and the engine room of the 
buildiug is one of its most interesting 
features. It is so clean that there is 
no reason why any one not at work 
on the machinery should soil his 
clothing while there. 
Tbe power 


plant is tept working throughout the 
twenty-four hours. 
On an average 


1800 electric lights are in use every 
day, and on dark days the uuraber in- 
creases to 3000 or 3500. 
About 2500 


electric bulbs we used up in a year. 
!Froin eight to twelve tons of coal a 
day is consumed. 
One elevator is run 


by a regular conductor until midnight, 
aud throughout the night a car is iu 
service, a watchma-u operating it after 
the regular attendant goes home. 
There are tenants who use their offices 
until midnight frequently, aud near 
the beginning and end of some mouths 
some of the offices are occnpied all 
night. 


Down in the engine room there is a 


set of complicated machinery for each 
car, besides an air compressor for the 
apparatus which enables the conduc- 
tor to open the door by stepping on a 
button iu the floor of the car, and a 
special pump for hoisting safes by 
means of one of the carr. This car is 
practically converted into a hydraulic 
jack. There is a pump especially for 
the fire service of th« building, and 
the pressure is always on in the stan- 
dard department hose on «»cb floor; 
•II that is ufic«f=«ary is for a person to 
rake down the hose ami open the valve 
at any hour and the water will 4ow 
aud tbe pump be set in motion auto- 
matically. Besides this the fire Mr-

An artesian 


well 1056 feet deep supplies 25,000 
gallons of water a day, which in used 
exclusively for flushing purpose*.
